COMPLETE COLLAPSE OF 
Tin: SEUViAAS, 

Suicide of Tlieir Goniinaudei- 

Aud Abdication of Tlicir UUig. 

Alistriu Prepariiis to Take a 
Hand. 

Belguade, Nov. 24. — General Jov- 
anovitch, late commander of^the Dan- 
ube division, who was dismissed from 
his command for disobeying orders, 
committed suicide by shooting him- 
self with .-I revolver. Tlio recent tlis- 
a.sters to the Servian army, from the 
defeat before Slivnitza down to the re- 
occupation of Tsaribrod by the Bulgari- 
ans, are attributed to his failure to car- 
ry out tiie orders given him. 

The Servians are continuing their 
retreat and tiie main army is now in 
Servian territory. The troops .seem to 
be demoralized and since the recapture 
of Tsaribrod by tho Buli,'arian.'!, I hey 
have fallen back wiLhoLii ofiVrinu any 
resistance to the victorious Prince 
Alexander. The Biilgariiins have oc- 
cupied all the po.silioii.s recently held 
by tho S(>rvians in liulgaria and arc; 
now atlvancing to the frontier. Tiio 
Servian headtjuarters are now at Pirot. 
The First Glass of the landstrum has 
been summoned for active duty. After 
completing the massing of his army, 
King Milan will head a final attack on 
the Bulgarians, 

Tho Kua.sian govprnment ha.s sent a 
severe note to Servia demanding that 
the status quo ante be restored. The 
Consuls of the powers at Belgrade held 
a meeting at Seinli to con.sider the situ- 
ation. It is feared that a riivolution 
will break out and tliat King Milan 
will be deposed. 

Soi'iA, Nov. 24. — The city is wild 
with excitement over the news from 
tiie front stating that Prince Alexan- 
der, at tlie iiead of the Bulgarian 
troop.", has followed up his victory and 
is tlriving'tho Servians s'o'.vly but. sure- 
ly from Bulgarian tenitoiy. 

The latest dispatch says that Prince 
Alexander stormed the liights of Tsari- 
brod and occupied the city last evening 
The Prince made a triumphal entry 
into the city and was received with en- 
thusiasm by the populace. 

The Servians attacked the Bulgari- 
an center at 4 o'clock this afternoon. 
They were repuLsed and retired in dis- 
order, crossing the frontier at 5 o'clock 
near Tsaribrod. The Servians are now 
retiring from their positions at Trn. 
The Bulgarians have advanced to the 
frontier. 

Witlden is being shelled by the Ser- 
vians but has not been set on fire, The 
Bulgarian commandant there has jiro- 
liibited the passage of eight Austrian 
tugs. 

St. rETKRSiiuiui, Nov, 24. — Tho 
Journal de Hi. Petersljury to-day says: 
"lI]>on lluHsia'a iiniltative, the Powers 
are promoting a scheme for the suspen- 
sion of hostilities in the Balkans, but 
lio|)rs are entertained that Servia and 
Bulgaria, although incapable of resist- 
ing the promptings of tlioir passion, 
will become sensible enough to see that 
it is to the [lopular interest of both 
countries tliat they, on their own ac- 
cord, sheath their sword.s." 

London, Nov. 25. — A dispatch from 
PirOu to' the Standard says: "The Ser- 
vians are retreating in great disortler, 
and are trying to make their w.'iy 
ao-ross the frontier wherever they can. 
Tlio demoralization of the men is coni- 
plete, and discij)lino is almost lost, 'fhe 
retreat will iin olve terrible loss of life 
and great sudering " 

A Belegrade dispatch .says tliat tho 
populace there are enraged at King 
Milan, and that the name of Kar.-igeor- 
gevitch is on every lip. 

Beluuadi;, Nov, 25. — King iLilan 
has decided to abdicate the throne. If 
necessary, Austria will occu[)y Servia 
in order to prevent the accession of 
Prince Karageorf!evitch. 

London, Nov. 24. — The Bulgarian 
losses so far in the cami)aign are 200 
dead and 2000 wounded, :\5Q of the 
latter being severely woundotl, Six'iy 
four Servian officers have been kille<! 
or wounded; 

Five hundred starving Servians have 
submitted to the Bulgarians on the 
frontier. 

THE VERY L.-vTEST, 
Catsiauo, Nov. 25. — The Austrian 
government is concentrating troops in 
Herzegovina. One regiment from low- 
er Austria and one from upper Austria 
and one from" Hungary have gone to 
Bosina via Slavonia, the whole force to 
form a military cordon on the frontier 
of Bosina and Herzegovina. The iilon- 
tenogrin Official Gazette today hints 
that if Prince Alexander attempts to 
execute his alleged threat to annihilate 
the Servians, Montenegro will not re- 
main an indifTerent spectator. 

ViE.NNA, Nov. 25. --The Servians 
bombarded Widden the whole night 
long and at G o'clock this morning, 
after being strongly reinforced they 
attempted to carry the city by .assault, 
buF were repulsed after three hours' 
sanguinary fighting. 

BELauADE, Nov. 25. — It is officially 
announced to day that King Milan has 
aticepted the armistice propose d by the 
jiowers.

TEE LATE KING Ar.FO^{SO. 

The telegraph arinouucea the death of 
Alfonso XII., king of Spain, and eldest 
•on of the ex-Queen IsabeUa II. He 
was born Nov. 28, 1S57. The diaeaae 
that carried him off wa3 coiiaumptioii 
which was accelerated by dy.'jL'iitr}', Al- 
fonso's mother was d,riven fiDiii tlm 
throne by the revolutinn of i80u, ho iic- 
corapanied her to Piiria, where lie resided 
with hor for auine time, but subsequently 
ho went to /Vustrin, in order to pniaecute 
his studies. On Jinio 'io, 1870, Qulhmi 
Isabella formerly iibdicatcd her riylit to 
tLe throne of Spain in favor of her son, 
but no open steps were taken at that time 
to secure for him the position which this 
abdication loft open to him. His proton- 
siuns were, however, opposed by hi3 cou- 
sin, the eldest son of tlio Duko of Afont- 
penaior, and his uunt the Iiifiinta Luisa, 
but :ia HO many protundorj vioia calculated 
to complicate matters, the claim of Louis 
Philippe's grandson was ultimately waived 
in favor of the heir oF laabolln. Early in 
1874 the PrinoB of the Asturias, aa he 
was then styled, visited Eiij;l;ind, was en- 
tered as a student at the iiiililary college 
at Siiiidhurst, aiui witiiosscd tlio aatiiiiiii 
nian(i;uvrc3 at Aldorah.jt, Dartmoor, and 
other places in the fall of the year. On 
Deo. 29, 1874, General Martinez Campos 
proclaimed him King of Spain in Valen- 
oia, and a few days later AlfouHo left 
France for Spain, arriving at Jladrid .Ian. 
14., I87D. Hb was moat eiitlitisi.istlcaily 
received. On Feb. IG, 187(i, lio departed 
from Madrid to take cominiiiid nf the 
troops operating against the Carliata, and 
on the 20th of the following month he re- 
turned in triumph to the capital at the 
head of 25,000 men, liaviny subdued the 
Carliat inaurrectioii. In the same year 
the ex Queen laabells roturiiod to Spain, 
and was received by hereon at Santaiider 
(July 29.) King Alfonso luat-riod on Jan. 
23, 1878, at Madrid, his cousin the Prin- 
coaa Maria de lus Mercedes, Infanta of 
Spain, daughter of the Dufl de Montpen- 
aier. Queen Mercedes died on Juno 20, 
1878. ICing Alfonso married secondly on 
Nov. 29, 1879, Maria Christina dauirhler 
of the late Archduke Cluirloa FerdiiiBud 
of Austria. On Oct. 25,- 187S, Kuii; Al- 
fonso was fired at in ftfadrid by Juan 
Monoasi, a wtirkman, but escaped 
unhurt. On Dracenibor :!0, 187!>, an the 
king and queen wore driviiii; in an upon 
carriage through the paliice i,nitea at Mad- 
rid, a youth named Prancisco Otoro tJon- 
zaloz Igans fired two pistol shots at the 
royal pair, one passing botwoeu them, and 
the other through an attendant's hat; hut 
fortunately without doing further damage. 
Otero was tried in Fob, 1830, and sen- 
tenced to death. King Alfonso was in- 
vested with the Order of the Garter, at 
Madrid, by the Marquis of Northampton, 
Oct. II, 1881. Queen Christina has given 
birth to two daughters — Maria de las 
Mercedes, Princess of the Asturiaa (born 
Sept. 12, 1880), and the Infanta Maria 
Teresa Isabel, born Nov. 12, 1832. 

DEATE OF VICE PRESIDENT 
IIENDEIVKS. 

Hon. ThomaH A. Hendricks, Tii^e pnni- 
dent of the United States, died vt>ry sud- 
denly at Indianapolis, Indiana, on Wednes- 
day. He was (i.uite well the precediuK 
avetaing, having' attended a reception. In 
_ tie morning he complained of being un- 
well and in the afternoon he died. The de- 
ceased was oleotoi on the Cleveland ticket 
about twelve months ago and took oliice on 
the 4th of March la.st. When tho .Ayieri- 
can civil war broke out Mr. IIcadrickH wnn 
a member of congress. He .sided with the 
south and was ever afterward.s known an a 
"copperhead," which meant a northern 
man with southern sontimeiits. He 187ti 
ho stood for vioe president, Mr Tildeu 
standing for president on the same tickot. 
It was always claimed that the democratic 
candidates were "counted out" by the re- 
publicans on that occasion. Mr. Hendricks 
was a pleasing and forcible Kpuaker. The 
■writer was iu Washington abuut tbo closo ] 
of the war and heard Mr. Hendricks, from ! 
hiH place iu coiigiesr^, neveroly arndj^ii tUu 1 
republican party for their luisclcoda. Hin ' 
elocution was excellent and bis action while 
speaking vigorous and pronounced. Shortly 
after taking the otliee of vice prosident Mr. 
Hendricks made a strong pro-Irish speech 
at a public meeting and denounced Englaui 
iorlier treatment of Irelond. For his in- 
jndiclons remarks on that ocnusion he was 
severely takoi to task bv the American and 
English press; and we have uuver heard 
that he attempted to jn-ilify them. Hie iigc- 
was about (51). TUo duty of electing a suc- 
coHBOr devolves ou tbo Reimtc, which in re- 
publican and will naturally elect u republi- 
can vice president.

Shortly after 10 o'clock Mr. Justice Gray 
proceeded to read over to the jury minute* 
of the evidence in the Pettingill-Yorko 
case. Ho said: "The queHtiou ia strictly 
one not only of the intent of the priHontr, 
but of tho extent of that intent; whether de- 
fondant actually meant to obtain connection 
eveutotlie employmentof force and violence!. 
There is one statement of a witness that I 
think very suspioioua — that of McAUep, 
who stated tliat defendant had said he had 
not been able to accomplish bis object. 
Tbo conduct of Yorke immediately after 
the occurrence had been diflfereatly de- 
scribed hy tho witnesses. The defendant's 
refusal to go away did not show much, 
especially as he went afterwards. The 
whole point turned upon the evideuoe of 
Mrs. Pettingill. nnd the jury would deter- 
mine the intention of defendant's conduct 
a good deal from his remark when lenviiii; 
tho room, "My God! .My God!" which 
rather went to show that ho felt bo had 
lunde a niistnUo. It would have been far 
more' judioioua and sensible for tho pros- 
ecution to have taken Mr. .Mills' advice and 
have kept the case out of court, as the 
charge merely had the etl'ect of exciting 
prurient curiosity and amounted to nothing 
after all. If the jury camo to the conolii- 
siou that the defendant's intent was to ef- 
fect his desire even to the ufco of force and 
violence, then tho crime was attempted 
rape aiitl a verdict should be found against 
him; if, bowov<!r, they could not e<,inseieu- 
tiously say so, then they should ooiisidm- 
the secoiid count — -that of assault. Of the 
hitter there could bo no doubt whatover, 
and he should direct thoui to return a ver- 
dict accordingly. Tho piiiiishmeut involved 
should not enter their minds; that, he felt 
sure, they could safely leave to him. 

The jury retired at 11:20 a. m. 

.1. W. NoltlotoQ, brought up for aentauce 
upon three indictments — two of assault and 
ouu of nrauu. 

Prisoner said he had nothing to say, ex- 
cept to plead the mercy of the court. 

His lordship said he had hoard the pris- 
oner's character to have been very bad, and 
senteucod him to six mouths for the assault 
upon Van Horst; one year for the assault 
upon Sheppaid, and for the attempt to 
sot Are to the jail two years in the peniten- 
tiary. 

The grand jury here came into court 
with true bills against Emerson Robson, 
De Long and Hondnla on both counts; 
F. Kusongreen, \Ym. Nicholson, Cumyow, 
ombezzlemont; James Smith, robbery; 
and no bill against Cuiuyuw for forgery. 
Tney alao expressed that in their opinion 
the Albion saloon was a disorderly house 
nnd that tho man named Sullivan nbo 
was ill charge of it at the time of the 
Miller robbery was privy to the crime and 
should have been included in the indict- 
ment. 

The bail of §100 of Muh Ling, charged 
with attempt to extort money by threats 
was estreated, the defendant not appear- 
ing. 

VEKDICT. 

Tho jury in tho Pettingill-Yorke case 
returned into court at 12 50 p. ni. with a 
verdict uf guilty of common assault. 

Mr. T. Davie said there remained a 
question to be discussed on the point re- 
served by his lordabip uo to allowing tho 
defendant to testify in his own behalf. 

Tho court was of opinion that as the 
jury had found the defendant guilty of 
common aasauU there was nothing more 
to bo said. At a certain stage of the case 
ho (the judge) had had power to exercise 
his discretion as to whether or not to al- 
low tho prisoner to givo evidenoo in his 
own behalf. At that time his lordship 
had decided to leave that question to the 
jury, Aa Mr. Davie had remarked, an 
important point of law arose under this 
statute and he would bo very glad to hear 
C'lunael's argument upon it, but not, of 
course, just then. Until the pronounce- 
ment of sentence the defendant's bail 
would be continued. 

Ji.VIL K-STUKATED. 

\Vra. Nicholson, charged with robbery 
from tho person, did not appear, and his 
bail was declared forfeited. 

IlEOINA vs. ELLIOTT. 

Mr, D. M. Eberta presented an affida- 
vit of tbu mother of Albert E. Elliott, 
(charged with feloiiiouely stealing) praying 
that the honda which she undertook for 
her son's appearance might not be es- 
treated upon his having failed to deliver 
himself. 

Ills lordnhip said there were doubtless 
strong grounds for making the ajiplica- 
tion; but no legal cauae for granting it. 
The best way to do would be to order the 
bail to be estreated, 'and aii application 
could be made to set it aside. 

AFTEKNOON SESSION. 
His iordshlp said that since the adjourn- 
ment of the court he had received a peti^ 
tion from a number of respectable inhabit- 
ants with reference to the existence in the 
city of houses of ill-fame. He would 
merely submit the document, without re- 
mark at pre.<eut, to tho care of the attorney- 
gouerul. 

The court at Ibis stage remarked: "I 
would like to take this opportunity to call 
attention to a fact which I thiuk is rather 
detrimental to tho public service, and that 
is tho practice of magiatrates and others to 
take the mothers and parents of criminals 
as bail for their appearance. When the 
young men or boys run away, the mothers 
and parents come and pray at the assizes 
that the bail be not estreated. This has a 
tondoncy to miscarriage of justice, nnd it 
should bo understood that all who go 
bail must bo substantial citizens, who mast 
be prepared in such an event to foreit their 
bonds." 

BEO. vs. AH KONO. 

Ah Hong, charged with obtaining with 
intent to defraud, certirin goods belonging 
to Hong Yuen. 

Hong Yuen took the stand , and had 

just been sworn on the Bible, 
when the court asked if the wit- 
ness was bound by Jhat coarse more 
than the usual one of burning a piece of pa- 
per. The interpreter said the last operation 
wa.i not moro binding than the other, as 
tbo only oath taken in China was when in 
tho case of two or moro disputants thoy 
each cut otl' a chicken's head. 

His lordship (to Avitnesa)— Do you know 
tho Bible? 

Witness — Yes. 

His lordship-— Well, what does it mean? 

Witness — I no savvec. (Laughter.) 

Ills lordship (to interpreter)— Is burning 
paper binding ou his cuuscience? — No. 

What is binding on his conscience? — Noth- 
ing at alU (Laaghter.) 

Then ask him ou the other side what i.i 
binding ou bis pocket. (To witness) — Von 
speak English? 

Witnosa — A little; not much. 

Court — If I owed you ten dollars would 
you know how to ask me for it? 

Witness — Yes; I savvee how to do that, 
(Iiaughter. ) 

ggRong Yuen having agreed to take tho 
responsibility attaching to an oath then 
deposed in substance that he, with a 
partner, carried on a business of Chinese 
merchandiao on Cormorant street; pris- 
oner in August last camo for goods, say- 
ing ho had thirty or forty acres of stump- 
ing some milea from town, and wanted 
some provisiona to aid him in proceeding 



with the work; upon those representations 
he obtained rice, oil and wine; prisoner 
finally camo and said ho had lost tho 
money by gambling, ' and enquiry de- 
veloped that he had no contract at all. 

A partner of the above Ghinaman gave 
corroborative testimony, and also de- 
posed to prisoner confeaaing ho had sold 
the goods. 

Prisoner admitted his guilt saying, he 
was sorry, but that if he had to go to 
prison ho would go. 

The jury at once found a verdict of 
guilty. Sentenced to the penitentiary 
for two years. 

STKALIN'O. 

Frank Rosongreen, charged with steal- 
ing a watch, chain and money from 
Johann Johaunson. Prisoner pleaded 
not guilty. 

Ah Chin, charged with stealing money 
and gold dust from Ying Jug, pleaded not 
guilty. 

Jaines Smith, charged with robbing 
from Magnus Sanborn, pleaded nut 
guilty. 

Kobert Miller, charged with having 
stolon on 3d October, from the person of 

Thomas Dout;herty the sum of §00. 
Prisoner pleaded not guilty. Mr. Taylor 
(Eborta it Taylor) for the prisonur. 

The deputy attorney-general in opening 
the case detailed how Dougherty on the 
night of tho robbery got very drunk. The 
prisoner was in the saloon with Dough- 
erty. The latter having no change gave 
prisoner a SIO bill to get changed, who 
rcturiit'd tho silver but retained the So 
bill. A mail named lloi^aii heard prisoner 
say Dougherty had .^70, and he, prisoner, 
w.is going to "down him'' for it. A short 
time after this Miller sat down on Dough- 
erty's knee, went through his pockets, 
and taking out some bills said: These am 
for mo nnd tho balance for the rest of 
you. An iiifurniation was laid and the 
prisoner was arrested. At the police 
court he had had nothing to say. 

Thomas Dougherty, deposed to loaiiig 
the money, but was so drunk ho didn't 
remember to whom he gave a bill, nor 
seeing tho prisoner in the saloon. 

William Hogan deposed to being in the 
Albion saloon at 9 in the evening on the 
date of the alleged robbery. Uo then 
explained to the sanio olfect as was stated 
in tho opening of tliu casu, 

Olllcer Stewart deposed to arresting tho 
prisooer at tho Uermania saloon about an 
hour after tho allec;ed robbery. 

I\rr. Taylor wished to put in the depo- 
sition of a witnosa in tho police court and 
whoso ovidenco contradicted that of Uo- 
gan's iu every particular. 

Tho court held that unless counsel 
could provo tho witness to be out of the 
country, the deposition could not be pro- 
duced unless the witness was in attend- 
ance. 

Mr, Taylor addressing the jury pointed 
out that the supposed robbury had taken 
place in a crowded saloon where Dougher- 
ty was surrounded by men, nono of whom 
had beon called to corroborate the evi- 
dence of the chief witness. Dougherty 
says he found when he awoke that he had 
beon robbed. Who robbed him/ "ilo- 
gan." said Miller; hut although he said 
he saw him do it, ho waited until Miller 
bad left before ho accused him. The 
court had said the case without Mogan's 
avidence would be weak, but how strong 
was tho case with it / His eviJcnco should 
bo received with caution ou the gruuiid 
that ho intended to divert auspicioii from 
himself. If the j ury took this view he 
(counaal) could conaiatently ask thuni to 
givo the prisoner the benefit uf that 
doubt. 

Tho judge said there wore three points : 
first, Did Dougherty have tho money! 
next, was he robbed of it / and lastly, 
did Alillur take it ( Ho then read over 
the evidence and concluded by suiiiming 
up strongly against tho priaonor. 

Tho jury then retired returning in a few 
minutes with a verdict of guilty. 

IMr. Taylor obtained the court's consent 
that before it pronounced seiilencc ho 
should bo heard aa to anything ho might 
bring forward ns the credibility of the 
witness upon whose evidence tho prisoner 
had boon convicted. 

The court then adjourned till Monday 
next at 10 o'clock, a. m.

THE "^BRITISH ELECTIONS. 

The Cousci-viitivos Have Heavy 
v}l Cains, 

But . the Result Still lu Doubt. 

The Elected so Far as Known. 



London, Nov, 24. — The following re- 
sults of the elections have been received 
this afternoon: Right Hon. David R. 
Plunkott, lirat commissioner of works in 
tho conservative cabinet, and Holmes, 
attorney-general for Ireland, alao under 
tho conservatives, have been elected from 
Dublin University. Thomas Burt, labor 
candidate, ia elected for Morpeth. George 
Otto Trevolyan, chief secretary for Ire- 
land under Gladstone's adininislration, ia 
elected for Ualushield. Ool. F. A. Stan- 
ley, c(doninl secretary in the conservative 
cabinet, is elected for Blackpool. Kight 
lion. Henry Campbell Bannerman, chief 
secretary for Ireland under Gladstone's 
administration, is elected for Stirling- 
shire. Justin McCarthy is elected for 
No wry. 

ff^Tlie general result of to-day's elections 
ia slightly in favor of a conservative re- 
action, although it aiTorda no certain in- 
dication of the ultimate result. At Bir- 
mingham there has been no diminution 
of tho radical strength, except that 
Bright's majority over Lord Randolph 
Churchill is smaller th.in the radicals ex- 
pected. 'Iho greatest uuuierical con- 
servative victory is that of W. H. Smith, 
in tho Strand division. . 

In a speech at Chelsoa to-day Sir 
Charles Dilko, the liberal candidate, 
threatened a certain lady of intluonco 
with a year's imprisonment at hard labor 
for intimidating voters. The lady to 
whom ho alluded, whose name he did not 
mention, is lady Cardogan, wife of Earl 
Cardogan, nnder secretary for the colonies 
and president of tho Chelsea conservative 
association. Sir Charles Dilko and tho 
committee assert that an organii^ation of 
ladies which has boon making a house to 
house canvass has used tho Dilke divorce 
case, adding infamous untruths, to in- 
fluence voters. 

The London political clubs are in a 
formont to niLdit. Tho members of the 
Oarleton and other conservative clubs are 
satisliud with tho prospect of a reduction 
nf tho liberal majorities. Tho news- 
papers issued extra editions until mid- 
night. 

l40N»0K, Nov. 25 — Tho following can- 
didates were elected here yesterday: 
Bordesley division, S. Broadhurat, lib - 
eral; Central division, J. Chamberlain, 
liberal; NVytlui, .Sir E. Watkiii, iiido- 
pendent ; .Strand, W. H. Smith, con- 
servative; Warwick, A. Peel, liberal. 

The toriea have gaineil seats in Bury 
St. Kdmiinda, Warrington, Rochester, 
Stalcybridgo, Exeter, Colchester, Black- 
burn, Cambridge, Plymouth and Chol- 
fonham. Thu liberals have gained in 
Nowcaatlo-under-Lymo. Tho totals thus 
far are 111 tories, 3;! liberals and 2 Par- 
tiellitca. The net tory gain is 10. Tho 
conservatives evorywhere are showing in- 
creased strength. 

Further returns show a not tory gain 
of 11 seals. 

The Standard regards the result of 
yesterday's voting aa a solid testimonial 
to tho tory cause, and as encouraging the 
conservatives to greater effurcs. It alludes 
to tho result as a moral guarantee of the 
eventual triumph of the party. 

The .Moruiiig I'oat aays that the tory 
react i»n is an accomplished fact. 

The iJaily News makes no comment on 
the tory gains. 

The electmn in Chelsea yesterday re- 
sulted in tho return of Sir Charles VV. 
Dilke, liberal, by a vote of 4,29L C. A. 
Wliitmdro, his conservative opponent, re- 
ceived 4,110 votes.

ORANlT£ CREEK MINES. 

Report of Deputy Provincial 
Secretary Elwyu. 

Mr. T. Elwyn, deputy provincial secre- 
tary, has forwarded to Hon. J. Robson, 

minister of mines, tho result of a visit of 
inspection to the Granite croek gold fields. 
As Mr. Elwyn was for many years gold 
commiaaioner of Cariboo and is thorouijh- 
ly acquainted with the nature of aurifer- 
ous deposits, his opinions on the recent 
discovery in the Similkameen district are 
of a reliable and trustworthy character, 
and intending visitors to the mines can 
place confidence in his statements of tho 
worth of the new field. 

JVIr. Elwyn made his examination the 
first part of the present month, going into 
thu mines via Nicola. 

(illANITE CliHKK, 

he states, ia a tributary to tho Tulameon 
or north fork of the Similkameen and falls 
into that river about 12 miles above the 
South Similkameen at Princeton. About 
fivo miles from its' mouth Granite creek 
is joined by a small tributary from the 
south- west, called by the miners at its 
junction "Tho Forks." With the excep- 
tion of a few-hundred yards at its mouth 
Granite creek runs from the Forks down- 
ward in a deep V shaped gorge, through 
which tho freshet has washed everything 
except the gold and aome gravel — in fact 
this portion of the creek has been 

GKOUh'D-.SLUICEI) BY NATURE. 

From near the mouth of tho creek to a 
point something over half a mile bolow 
tho forks, a diatanco of about four miles, 
no claim which has boon tested on both 
aides of tho stream has failed to yield 
good returns, and it may aafoly ho said 
that thu ground for that distance will 
average over an ounce a day to the hand. 
From tho point indicated upwards con- 
tinuous pay has not been discovered, but 
there ia every indication that this wonder- 
fully peraiatent load of heavy gold will 
there ba found in the hill on the proper 
left bank of the oreek. It afterwards ap- 
poan to 

(MUW.S THE rllKEK 

to tho right bank, and possibly continues 
in tl'.at bank to beyond the short canon 
through which Granite creek runs, just 
before its junction with the tributary 
from the south-west at the forks. Time 
has been too short for a proper test to 
have boon made of this portion of tho 
croek, but for a distance of five miles men 
are al work, at inlurvals, and Mr. liUvyn 
heard of a prospect b«ing obtained by 
some Fronchmon, over winch they wore 
much excited. Some experienced minora 
have a very high opinion of the upper 
creek — called erroneously, perhaiia for 
recording purposes, tho South Fork, — but 
it is right to point out that, although 
there is every probability of the run of 
gold extending above tho forks, it has not 
yet been proved to do ao. 'J'ho creek ia 
from '25 to 30 miles in length, and besides 
the annual freshet ia subject to floods 
during the autumn months. On this ac- 
count many miners contend 

THAT THB EARLY BPRINa, 

before tho snow melts, will be the time for 
work. Grauito creek has only about half 
tho altitude of Barkervillo, and throe and a 
half degrees advantage in latitude. 

On the 31st Octolier, on lower Granite 
croek, there were ii'l comjianies owning 
creek claims, averaging jjrobably 'M)0 feet 
to the company, who were working. Of 
these iil were taking out gold iiiid 28 wore 
))roparing to do so or prospecting. Tho 
gold admitted to have beou taken out by 
tho several white and Oliiucso companies, 
from .5th July to Slst October, nmunuts to 
the 

LARGE SUM OF §90,0(10, 

which, couRideriug the great loss of time 
caused by ths freshet, aud also the ditliculty 
of obtaining lumber for sluice-boies, is a 
creditable showing. It is almost certain 
that tlie actual total is more, but that yield 
cau he given without any possible fear of 
exaggeration. 

Chinamen have been mining for many 
years on the Tnlameen, above the mouth of 
Granite creek, and it is probable that other 
gold-boaring tributaries will bo fonud. Chi- 
nese have been panning the mouth of Gran- 
ite creek for years, and thoir failure to find 
out its value goes far to prove, Mr. Elwyn 
states, the oft-made assertion that they 
jit'eer prospect iu any true sense of that 
word. This has been most fortunate, for 
if the Chineso had discovered the riohnuss 
of Grauite creek it would

It is probable that a very short suinnier 
route to Granite Creek can bo had by tak- 
ing, at the end of the wagon road from 
Hope, the loft or Canyon trail, instoad'of 
tho right or Grant trail, which ia usually 
followed. The head waters of Granite 
Oreek cannot be many miles from tho 
canyon trail; it is possible that some of 



them cross it; and if a practicable route 
could be found in this direction it would 
save a long detour to Allison's, and twelve 
miles of very bad trail from there up the 
Tulameon to the mouth of Grauite Creek, 
lu tho event of the upper portion of the 
creek turning out well, the saving in dis- 
tance would bo a till greater. 

FOR A WACON KOAD 
tho valley of the Coldwater, which falls 
into tho Nicola atCoutleo's, will probably 
eventually bo found to be the easiest line. 
It is a matter, however, which must be 
determined by explorations.

Fuller 
never resorted to this way of settling the 
dispute during the live years it ha:; licoii in 
existeuce, but (Uily wbon civil law was in- 
troduced. Some of the miiu rs have p.aid 
as high as §5000 for their claims, imd have 
not been able to work more thnu two weeks 
duriug the whole season, on account of the 
injunotiouB.

November in an Indian canoe, and ia be- 
lieved to be aomowliere in British Colum- 
bia; a matter of fact, he has been seen 
on Skeena river. It is said that ho ia 
wanted at Portland for an unsatisfied 
claim of 830,000. Thin is the (joni Ionian 
who was strongly rocommondoii for lho 
position of Judge, of Alaska by a l.irgo 
number of democrats. After his appoiiit- 
mont one of the persona who had en- 
dorsed him wrote to tho preaidout to say 
that he had not meant that his recom- 
mendation should be taken in oarnost, 
because Down was a notoriously bad and 
corrupt man. His appointment was 
thereupon canoeled.

While Frod 
Helm, a German, and a Chinaman were 
coming over in a ferry boat from Douglas 
Island to Hafrisburg, the boat upsat and 
both occupants drowned.

j\lr. Thomas Corris of Niagara street, 
.lamea buy, expired at Ilia roaidenca at 10 
o'clock on Wednesday. Witli his death 
I i)a35od away a rocnllectiun e.vtending over 
I a century for he had attained tho ago of 
102 years. He waa a native of M<tacbeB- 
, ter where he passed tho first nine years of 
I his life; at which time his parents runiov- 
ed to the Islo of JMiin. Here ho spoilt tho 
i main portion of the long life that was 
granted to him; though he visited at times 
different parts of England, and previous 
to his coming here to reside two years ago 
had paid this province.
